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gjn~^  FRIENDSHIP,  and  perhaps  Gratitude, 
having  incited  the  late  Mr.  Ward  of  White- 
hall ,  in  his  lafl  Illnefs,  to  order  his  Book 
of  Medicinal  Secrets  to  be  delivered  to  me, 
as  my  Property,  in  cafe  of  his  Death,  I  fhould 
think  myfelf  unworthy  of  a  Bequeft  of  this  Nature, 
and  made  Upon  fuch  Honourable  Principles,  if  I 
was  not  difpofed  to  apply  it  to  the  Noblefl  of  all 
Purpofes,  The  Common  Good  of  Mankind . 

This  was  the  firft  Impreffion  I  felt,  upon  the 
Information  I  received,  of  my  being  made  Mailer 
of  this  Book,  (valuable  for  its  Contents)  although 
1  underilood  it  to  be  given  to  me,  as  it  certainly 
was,  in  the  mofl  Liberal  Manner  ^  to  be  abfoiutely 
at  my  own  Difpofal  ;  and  without  Condition,  Di¬ 
rection,  or  Limitation  of  any  fund  whatever. 

Many  and  various  have  been  the  Thoughts  which 
have  occurred  to  me,  and  the  Opinions  I  have 
heard,  as  to  the  Beil  Method  to  be  taken  in  order 
to  anfwer  the  Great  End  I  wifhed  to  accomplifh  : 
And  many  were  the  Difficulties  which  prefented 
themfelves,  and  encountered  the  Idea  of  Difpenfmg 
the  Principal  Medicines  made  ufe  of  by  Mr.  Ward \ 
under  the  Direction  of  a  Regularly- bred  Phyfician, 
of  known  Honour  and  Integrity  ;  as  well  as  That  of 
throwing  them  open  to  the  World  \  taking  Care, 
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at  the  fame  time,  to  have  the  faid  Medicines  duly 
prepared*  in  the  fame  manner  they  ufed  to  be,  and 
Publickly  fold,  at  Prices  fo  moderate,  that  the 
lowed  of  his  Majefty’s  induftrious  Subjects  may 
have  the  Benefit  of  them. 

However,  as  I  was  inclined  to  allow  Mr.  Ward's 
Executors  a  Reafonable  Time  to  difpofe  of  the  pre¬ 
pared  Medicines,  which  became  their  Property  ;  I 
had  thereby  Leifure  to  deliberate  upon  thefe  two 
Principal  Propofitions.  The  latter  of  the  two  I 
always  flood  mofl  inclined  to  adopt. 

But  vain  would  have  been  my  Inclination  in  this 
Particular,  had  not  Plis  Majefty’s  moil  Benevolent 
Difpofition  and  Extenfive  Bounty  removed  an  in- 
furmountable  Obflacle  which  flood  in  my  Way  ; 
by  making  ample  Provifion  for  certain  Ingenious 
Chymiffs,  who  had  been  employed  by  Mr.  Ward , 
the  Moment  it  came  to  be  Plumbly  reprefented  to 
Him. 

By  His  Majefly’s  Royal  Bounty,  then,  thefe 
Men  were  made  willing  to  give  me  that  A fli fiance, 
which  I  could  not,  in  Conference,  have  otherwife 
afked  or  expected  from  them  \  as  it  would  have 
been  injurious  to  themfelves  ;  and  without  which  I 
could  not  have  made  all  thefe  Medicines  known 
to  the  World,  on  account  of  certain  Omi (lions 
and  Inaccuracies  difcoverecl,  upon  Examination,  irt 
the  Book :  Since  none,  but  fuch  as  have  been  em¬ 
ployed  in  making  the  Chymical  Medicines,  could 
give  a  Clear  and  Perfedl  Account  of  the  Procefles 
which  had  been  a&ually  ufed  in  the  preparing  of 
them. 

Having  prefumed  to  fuppofe  that  what  I  have, 
by  His  Majefly’s  Bounty,  been  enabled  to  do  ;  and 
am  now,  in  confeqilence  thereof,  going  to  do,  will 
prove  Beneficial  to  Mankind  in  general,  it  may  bo 
thought  reafonable’  that  I  fnould  inform  the  Publick. 

upon 
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upon  what  Foundation  I  raife  my  Expectation  of 
feeing  io  happy  an  Effeft  refulting  from  it. 

It°is,  fhortly,  this.  I  knew  the  late  Mr.  Ward 
at  Paris ,  before  he  began  to  adminifter  Medicines; 
and,  when  he  did*  1  redded  there  for  a  condder- 
able  Time,  at  different  Periods.  I  had  attention  io 
the  Operation  and  Effects  of  them  there ;  as  well  as 
here,  when  their  Reputation  had  opened  his  W ay  to 
his  Native  Country. 

I  took  his  Emetic  Drop  and  Sweats  myfelf,  a- 
bove  Thirty  Years  ago  ;  and  at  a  time  when  I  was 
reduced  (by  a  Complication  of  Diforders,  occadon- 
ed  by  my  Stomach  having  loft  the  Power  of  di- 
gefting  properly  the  mod  fimple  hood)  to  fo  low 
and  wretched  a  State,  both  in  Body  and  Spirits,  that 
thofe  who  were  fuppofed  to  underftand  mod,  and 
knew  we  belt,  looked  upon  me  as  paft  aft  Hope 
of  Recovery. 

To  the  Ufe  of  thefe  Medicines,  under  God,  I 
always  thought  I  owed  the  happy  Removal  of  the 
Caufe  of  all  my  Diforders.  I  have  often  given 
them,  with  Succefs,  in  my  own  Family  ;  and,  at 
times,  to  that  part  of  it  which  fat  neared  my 
Heart :  I  have  encouraged  many  to  apply  them* 
felves  to  Mr.  Ward ,  in  very  ftrong  Cafes  :  I  have 
diftributed  his  Medicines  to  the  Afflicted,  in  vari¬ 
ous  Diforders,  which  he  ufed  to  give  me  for  that 
Purpofe  :  And  I  can  wind  up  all  I  have  faid  upon 
this  Plead  with  averring  to  thePublick,  that  I  my* 
felf  never,  as  far  as  I  can  recolleft,  knew  any  Per* 
fon,  excepting  one  who  thought  himfelf  hurt  by 
taking,  or  dfffuisfied  for  having  taken  Mr.  Ward? s 

B  2  Medicines  ; 

*  The  Perfon  here  referred  to,  had  great  Pains  in  the 
Body  ;  and  took  Mr.  Ward' s  Sweating  Powders  Thirty -two 
fucceffive  Nights  ;  taking  fometimes  half,  fometimes  three 
Quarters  of  a  Dofe,  which  brought  on  a  Weaknefs,  of  which 
this  Perfon  complained  :  But  this  feems  to  have  been  owing  to 
the  Quantity  of  thefe  Powders,  taken  in  fo  fhort  a  time,  ana 
not  to  their  Quality. 
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Mediciq^s  ;  on  the  contrary,  I  have  known  many 
Great,  and  Radical  Cures  effected  upon  thofe  of  my 
Acquaintance  who  have  taken  them,  in  the  Space 
of  more  than  Thirty  Years ;  and  that,  without  com¬ 
plaining  of  the  Medicines  for  their  Manner  of  Ope¬ 
rating. 

When  I  have  faid  this,  no  one  will  wonder  that 
I  not  only  hope,  but  prefume  to  expedl  that  the 
Publication  of  thefe  Medicines,  and  caufing  them 
to  be  fold  at  very  low  Prices,  will  prove  Beneficial 
to  Mankind  ;  whatever  fome  may  think,  whofe 
Minds  remain  warped  by  Prejudice  ;  or  others  may 
fay,  whofe  Intereft,  perhaps,  may  have  prompted 
them  to  infufe  thofe  Prejudices. 

To*  the  former  of  thefe  I  cannot  help  faying,  I 
fhould  wonder  extremely  (if  Time  and  Obfervation 
had  not  fhewed  me  the  great  Force  of  Prejudice) 
that  any  flrong  Sufpicion  fhould  ftill  remain  of  thefe 
Medicines  being  Dangerous,  when  taken  in  proper 
Quantities,  and  under  proper  Regulations,  now 
that  all  the  World  knows  they  have  been  gaining 
Ground  and  Reputation  for  fo  many  Years,  only  by 
the  Force  of  their  own  Acts  ;  notwithftanding  they 
had  to  break  their  way  through  the  flrong  Barriers 
€>f  Intereft,  Prejudice  and  Ridicule. 

To  the  latter  I  (hall  only  fay,  that  the  Medicines 
I  am  now  going  to  make  Publick  are  fuch  as  have 
been  moftly  applied  to  Cafes  called  Chronical ;  and, 
generally,  to  fuch  as  were  of  Old-handing,  before 
the  Sufferers  under  them  would  confult  Mr.  Ward : 
And  if,  in  the  fame  fort  of  Cafes,  they  fhould 
hereafter  be  taken,  without  waiting  fo  long ,  I  hope 
the  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty,  efpecially  the  Can¬ 
did  and  Hefpedtabie,  will  not  fet  up  an  Gppo- 
fition  to  them,  and  endeavour  to  difeourage  the 
Middling  and  Lower  Sort  of  People  from  taking 
what  will  coff  fo  little,  and  probably  do  them  a 
great  deal  of  Good,'  ' 
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In  this  reafonable  Hope,  I  flatter  myfelf  I  fliall 
not  be  difappointed  :  Yet,  if  that  fliould  happen  to 
be  the  Cafe,  I  fliall  be  fure  of  their  Approbation 
for  one  certain  Etfedl  of  this  Publication  ;  (and 
which,  indeed,  was  a  great  Motive  to  it)  fuppreffing 
the  Practice  of  Ignorant  Pretenders  to  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  Mr.  Ward' s  Secrets  ;  and  thereby  prevent¬ 
ing  the  Mifchiefs  which  would  otherwife  be  done 
by  fuch  Bold  Praditioners  difpenfing,  under  the 
Name  of  thefe  Excellent  Medicines  * — —One  knows 
not  What. 

I  fliall  trouble  the  Publick  no  farther,  now,  upon 
this  Subjed,  in  general  ;  but  proceed  to  give  the 
Genuine  Receipts  for  making  each  Particular  Me¬ 
dicine  ;  fpecifying  the  Dofes,  and  the  leveral  Dif- 
orders  to  which  they  have  been  ufually  applied,  ac¬ 
cording  to  my  Obfervation,  and  the  belt  Informa¬ 
tion  I  have  been  yet  able  to  obtain. 


Method  of  preparing  Antimony ,  for  the  PILL 

and  DROP . 

p  ROVIDE  yourfelf  with  an  Earthen  un-g!azed 
Pan,  that  will  hold  three  or  four  Quarts  j  fet  it 
on  a  naked  Fire,  and  have  in  readinefs,  of  the  finefb 
and  pureft  crude  Antimony,  as  much  as  you  pleafe  $ 
(that  which  appears  in  long  fliining  Needles,  and  is 
the  eafieft  powdered,  is  the  befb  *,  being  mod  free 
from  metallic,  or  other  heterogeneous  Bodies)  pow¬ 
der  it  indifferently  fine  ;  put  ten  or  twelve  Ounces 
into  your  Pan,  ftirring  it  continually  with  an  Iron 
Spatula,  and  increafing  your  Fire  till  it  fends  forth 
white  Fumes,  and  a  Flame  like  burning  Brimftone  i 
Continue  that  Degree  of  Eire,  continually  ftirring, 
till  it  burns  or  fumes  no  more  5  but  is  become  a 
grey  or  afh-coloured  Powder.  If  it  fhoyld  melt. 
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and  run  into  Lumps,  in  the  Beginning  of  your  Ope¬ 
ration,  you  muft  take  it  out  of  your  Pan,  and  pound 
it  again  ;  putting  it  in  again,  and  ftirring  as  before, 
till  it  be  thoroughly  calcined.  Then  put  in  four 
Ounces  more  of  your  crude  Matter  ;  proceeding  as 
before,  and  continuing  fo  to  do,  till  you  have  as 
much  as  you  defire.  By  this  Method  you  will  cal¬ 
cine  your  Antimony  with  much  lefs  Labour  and 
Time,  than  in  doing  it  all  together,  as  is  ufual : 
For,  by  putting  your  crude  Antimony  to  your  cal¬ 
cined,  its  melting  will  be  prevented,  and  the  Fumes 
will  fly  off  much  fooner. 

[N.  B.  It  muft  be  done  in  a  Chimney  *,  other- 
wife  the  Fumes  will  be  hurtful  to  the  Operator.] 

Take  a  clean  Crucible,  which  will  hold  about  a 
Quart ;  put  into  it  about  two  Pounds  of  your  cal¬ 
cined  Antimony  ;  fet  it  in  a  melting  Furnace,  and 
make  a  gradual  Fire  under  it ;  put  Coals  nearly  to 
the  Top  of  your  Crucible ;  keep  it  in  a  moderate 
Fufion,  fometimes  ftirring  it  about  with  an  Iron 
Rod  :  Care  muft  be  taken  that  your  Fire  be  not 
too  violent,  while  your  Matter  is  in  Fufion  *,  or  it 
will  liquify  it  to  fuch  a  Degree,  and  render  it  fo 
fubtle,  that  it  will  all  run  through  the  Pores  of  your 
Crucible-,  into  your  Afhhole  ^  not  leaving  one 
fingle  Drop,  or  Grain  behind, 

When  you  find  your  Matter,  which  adheres  to 
your  Rod,  tranfparent  and  bright  (which  it  will  be, 
in  about  half  an.  Hour  after  it  is  in  Fufion,  if  you 
have  kept  a  proper  Degree  of  Fire)  have,  in  readi- 
nefs,  a  fmooth  Marble  Stone,  well  dried,  and  heated 
as  hot  as  you  can  bear  your  Fland  upon  it  ■,  for  tear 
your  hot  Matter  fhould  break  it.  [It  will  be  pro¬ 
per  to  have  an  Iron  Curb  round  your  Marble,  to 
rife  half  or  three  Quarters  of  an  Inch  above  its  Sur¬ 
face,  to  prevent  your  Matter  from  running  off.] 
Pour  your  vitrified  Matter  upon  your  Stone  ;  and 
ft  you  have  any  more  of  your  calcined  Matter,  put 

yovir 
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your  Crucible  again  into  the  Fire ;  put  in  more, 
and  proceed  as  before.  If  your  Crucible  is  good, 
and  your  Fire  moderately  governed,  you  may  ufe 
the  fame  Crucible  five  or  fix  times  ;  as  I,  myfelf, 
have  frequently  done 

Thus  have  you  a  fair  and  pure  Glafs  of  Anti- 
mony ,  of  a  light  red  Colour. 

As  I  have  been  informed  that  moft,  if  not  all  the 
Glafs  of  Antimony,  ufed  in  this  kingdom,  is  im¬ 
ported  ;  and  that  the  erroneous  Procefs,  in  making 
it,  is  alfo  introduced  here  ;  I  fhall  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  Obfervation  upon  it. 

As  the  Glafs  of  Antimony,  ufed  here,  is  made 
abroad,  we  cannot  be  competent  Judges  whether  it 
is  made  of  pure  Antimony,  or  fuch  as  may  be  mixt 
with  other  heterogeneous  Matter.  I  have  alfo  ob- 
ferved,  that  keeping  the  Crucible  covered,  during 
the  time  of  itsFufion,  both  hinders  theVitrification, 
and  makes  the  Glafs  lefs  pure,  by  preventing  the 
remaining  combuftible  Parts  of  the  Antimony  from 
flying  off. 

Idhe  Pill  and  Drop  are  made  as  follows. 

T  AKE,  of  the  aforefaid  Glafs  of  Antimony,  as 
much  as  you  pleafe  ;  Pound  it  in  a  clean  Iron 
Mortar,  and  lift  it  through  a  fine  Lawn  Sieve  ;  then 
grind,  or  levigate  it,  on  a  fmooth  Marble  Stone, 
to  an  impalpable  Powder.  Take  alfo  Dragon’s 
Blood,  dried  and  powdered.  To  four  Ounces  of 
your  levigated  Glafs,  put  one  Ounce  of  this  Dra¬ 
gon’s  Blood  ;  grind  them  very  well  together ;  and 
with  good  Sack,  or  rich  Mountain  Wine,  make 
into  a  Mafs  for  Pills,  of  about  One  Grain  and  half 
each,  which  is  a  full  Dofe  for  a  Man  or  Woman. 

The  Drop,  fo  called,  is  made  by  putting  about 
half  an  Ounce  of  your  levigated  Glafs  of  Antimony 
into  a  Quart  of  the  richeit  Malaga  Mountain,  or 
2  Sack. 
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Sack.  Shake  them  well  together,  and  let  them 
{land  two  or  three  Days  to  fettle,  and  grow  clear. 
Then  pour  it  off  gently,  to  be  quite  fine. 

The  full  Dofe  (half  an  Ounce)  is  for  a  Man,  or 
Woman  :  But  belt  to  begin  with  the  half  or  two 
thirds ,  according  to  Age  or  Strength  of  Confti- 
tution. 

Observations. 


Common  Glafs  of  Antimony,  as  fold  at  the  Shops, 
though  reckoned  a  very  rough  Medicine,  is,  I  find, 
prefcribed  in  Difpenfatories  from  Two  to  Eight 
Grains:  Therefore  I  fhall  make  the  following  Qb- 
fervations  upot)  it. 

Fir  ft.,  As  i  have  made  large  Quantities  of 
Glafs  of  Antimony,  for  Mr.  Ward \  fo  I  find  a 
very  effential  Difference  between  what  I  made  by 
the  foregoing  Procefs,  and  what  I  have  bought  in 
the  Shops :  Mine  being  of  a  brighter  Red,  much 
fofter,  and  not  fo  harfh  and  gritty  in  the  Pulverifa- 
Cion,  and  Levigation:  Whence  I  imagine,  that  the 
Glafs  of  Antimony  imported ,  is  not  prepared  from 
pure  Antimony ,  or  not  genuinely  prepared . 

Secondly ,  I  apprehend  that,  where  it  has  been 
prefcribed,  and  given  inwardly,  it  has  only  been 
powdered  and  lifted ;  whereby  it  is  net  reduced  to 
the  Hundredth  Part  of  the  Finenefs  to  which  it  is 
brought  by  the  aforefaid  Levigation ,  If  duly  per¬ 
formed.  It  is  well  knowrn  tothe  Learned  in  Chv- 
miftry,  that,  by  irituration* ,  feveral  rough  Bo¬ 
dies  may  be  rendered  foft  and  fmooth  :  corrofive 
Mercury,  by  repeated  Operations,  is  changed  from 
a  violent  Poifon,  to  a  fafe  Medicine,  frequently  pre¬ 
fcribed,  even  for  Children.  I  have  found,  by  Ex¬ 
perience,  that  the  Pill  and 'Drop  is  a  fafe  and  very 
efficacious  Medicine,  when  prepared,  as  Before 
directed.

I  muft  farther  obferve,  that,  by  Grinding  and 
Incorporating  the  vitrified  Antimony  with  the  Dra¬ 
gon’s  Blood,  which  is  a  Balfamic  Gum,  the  Medicine 
is  rendered  ilill  more  [oft  and  fmooth .

The  Pill  and  Drop  Were  the  two  firft  Medicines 
which  Mr.  Ward  ad  mini  fired  at  Paris ;  and  were, 
to  the  beft  of  my  Remembrance,  the  Principal 
Things  made  ufe  of,  when  he  firft  returned  from 
thence  to  London. 

Thefe  were  in  1736,  attacked  in  a  Printed  Pam¬ 
phlet,  by  Mr,  JoJ  Ciutton ,  Apothecary  and  Chy- 
mift  ;  who,  being  hone jlly  concerned  for  the  Publick 
Good  *  ,  told  the  World  he  had  difcovered  the  Com¬ 
ponent  Parts  of  the  Pill  to  be  Red  Arfenic  and  Glafs 
tf  Antimony ,  equal  Parts  ;  with  about  one  fifteenth 
Part  of  Calcined  Cobalt  T* 

This  he  pretended  to  have  proved,  with  fo  much 
Plaufibility ;  and  reafoned  upon  the  fuppofed  Proof 
with  fo  much  real  Art,  and  feeming  Sincerity,  that 
he  had  well  nigh  funk  the  Credit  of  thefe  Medicines ; 
For  Mr.  Ward  could  only  deny  what  was  averred 
upon  pretended  Chymical  Demonfiration  ;  unleis 
he  would  have  declared  his  Secret;  which  was,  as 
once,  depriving  himfelf  of  all  future  Benefit  from 
it,  as  this  Candid  Writer  well  knew. 

At  laft,  Truth  prevails,  as  it  generally  does 
fooner  or  later :  And  it  is  now  known  to  the  Pub- 
lick,  that  there  was  neither  the  leaft  Particle  of 
Arfenic  nor  Cobalt  in  the  Compofition  of  thefe 
’Medicines,  which  I  have  fo  often  feen  taken,  with 
luch  furprifing  Succefs,  in  various  Cafes,  that  I  am 

C  convinced 

*  YTich  Preface,  Pag,  3,  •  f  VidL  Pamphlet,  Pag-  toS- 
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Convinced  Giafs  of  Antimony,  duly  prepared,  and 
given  in  proper  Quantities,  will  often  prove  a  Re^ 
medy  in  Cafes  which  may  baffle  the  Skill  of  the 
ableft  Phyfician. 

Wherefore  I  hope  thofe  Gentlemen  will  pardon 
my  Prefumption,  if  I  venture  to  recommend  it  tor 
their  ferious  Attention,  and  wifh  them  to  make  Ex¬ 
periments  upon  fome  of  their  Hofpital  Patients,  in 
defperatc  and  perplexing  Cafes. 

To  encourage  them  thereto,  and  far  thereto  apo¬ 
logize  for  the  Liberty  I  have  taken,  I  proceed  to  re¬ 
late  the  following  Fa&. 

In  the  Year  1733,  being  then  in  the  Country 
with  my  Family,  my  Houfekeeper,  from  forty  to 
fifty  Years  of  Age,  had  long  complained  of  Indi- 
geftions,  Reachings,  at  fome  times  Sicknefs,  and  at 
others  Pains  in  her  Stomach,  &c.  for  which  fhe 
took  the  ufual  Remedies,  and  was  fometimes  bet¬ 
ter  fometimes  worfe,  for  what  fhe  took  ;  but  the 
greateft  Relief  ihe  found,  from  the  beft  Advice  to 
be  had  at  Newbury ,  was  very  tranfient ;  and  her 
Diforder  increafed  until  fhe  became,  as  they  call  it* 
Very  bad  indeed.  This  inclined  her  to  venture  upon 
One  of  Mr.  IVard9 s  Pills;  which  had  no  other  Ef- 
fedf  than  that  of  a  Vomit ;  and,  by  clearing  her 
Stomach,  feemed  to  have  wrought  a  perfect  Cure. 
However  I  remember  that  I  advifed  her  to  take  a. 
fecond  Pill,  in  about  a  Fortnight  or  three  Weeks, 
It  did  not  operate  near  fo  much  as  the  ftrft,  the  of¬

About  the  fame  time,  a  Man-Servant  of  mine 
had  frequent  Complaints  in  his  Bowels;  to  which, 
he  faid,  he  had  been  long  lubject.  At  length  he 
grew  very  ill,  the  Paffages  feeming  to  be  obftrufled, 
xt\ d  he  was  diflreded  for  want  of  a  Stobl.

thefe  Circumftances,  I  gave  him  one  of  theft?  Pills, 
which  very  foon  relieved  him ;  for  it  moved  him 
downwards,  and  carried  off  his  Pains.  I  do  not 
remember  to  have  heard  him  complain,  during  fome 
Months,  which  he  afterwards  remained  in  my 
Service. 

The  Third,  and  I  aft  Cafe  I  fhall  mention,  is  that 
of  a  woman-Servant,  at  the  fame  time  in  my  Fa¬ 
mily.  She  was  confined  to  her  Bed,  by  violent 
Rheumatick  Pains  all  over  her  body.  I  gave  her 
this  Pill,  having  before  feen  very  extraordinary 
good  Effects  from  it,  in  Rheumatick  Cafes.  It 
oaufed  her  to  fweat  profufely,  for  feveral  Hours; 
during  which  time  fhe  laid  flic  felt  little  Workings 
in  the  Leg  moft  affeded;  and,  in  a  few  Days,  fhe 
was  able  to  do  her  Bufinefs  about  the  Houle. 

I  mention  thefe  three  Particular  Cafes,  only  to 
fhew,  that,  in  my  own  Houle,  and  in  a  very  fhort 
Space  of  Time,  this  Pill  cured  three  People  of  Com¬ 
plaints  very  different  in  their  Nature,  by  as  many 
different,  though  proper  Operations.  From  whence, 
and  other  Inftanc&s,  which  I  have  feen,  1  am  in¬ 
clined  to  think,  that  the  Nature  of  Antimony,  thus 
prepared,  is  to  work  fafely  upon  vicious  Humous 
in  the  Body  ;  to  carry  them  off  by  the  proper 
Channels ;  and  to  remove  Obftrudions,  in  fome 
Degree,  if  not  totally,  wherever  it  meets  with  them. 
But  if  it  meets  with  neither  Obftrudions  to  remove, 
nor  bad  Humours  to  work  upon,  u  paffes  quietly 
through  the  Body,  without  giving  it  the  leaft  Dif- 
turbance  *,  as  I  have  known  it  do,  in  the  Shape  of 
thefe  Pills,  after  taking  three  or  four  of  them,  with¬ 
in  a  Month  ;  and  even  the  fir  ft  time  when  taken, 
by  a  Perfon  in  perfect  Health ;  which  Fad  I  faw 
verified,  by  a  Gentleman  who  took  one  of  them  in 
Contempt  of  its  Size  *.  Never- 

*  There  are  few  Medicines  which  will  bear  the  Change  of 
Climate,  the  Damps  and  Clofenefs  of  a  Ship  in  long  Voyages; 
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Neverthelefs,  (to  deal  Candidly,  in  all  Refpe&s) 
I  mud  confefs  that  it  is  not  advifeable,  according  to 
my  Information,  to  adminfter  thefe  Pills  in  Cafes 
wherein  the  Yifcera  or  Inwards  are  judged  to  be 
unfound. 

I  have  faid  a  great  deal  upon  thefe  Pills;  and 
more,  perhaps,  than  may  be  thought  Prudent^ 
tho9  True:  But  as  my  View  is,  what  I  at  firft  pro- 
fefled,  to  promote  the  common  Good  of  Mankind  ? 
the  Object  is  too  great,  and  I  am  too  much  in  Ear- 
Fieft  in  the  Purfuit,  to  fupprefs  Truth  ;  or  my  Opi¬ 
nion,  founded  upon  Truth ;  although  the  Cau¬ 
tious  may  impeach  my  Underflanding  ;  and  the 
Interefted  may  Ridicule  it. 

The  Drop,  fo  called,  (though  not  with  ftrid 
Propriety,  as  appears  from  the  Manner  of  pre¬ 
paring  it)  has  been  ufually  given  in  Diforders  oc- 
eafioned  by  foul  Stomachs,  and  Indigeftion.  It 
generally  operates  as  an  Emetick,  as  it  did  with 
me;  yet,  fometirnes,  it  moves  both  ways;  as 
does  the  Pill.  They  both  make  the  Patient  Sick, 
very  much  like  Sea-Sicknefs,  for  a  fhort  time  be¬ 
fore  the  Difcharge,  if  upwards ,  and  the  Stomach 
be  loaded  with  a  great  quantity  of  very  foul  Mat¬ 
ter  ;  but  not  otherwife.  If  the  Stomach  be  thus 
foul,  the  putting  the  Matter  into  Motion  muft 
Occafiori  Sicknds,  in  proportion  to  its  Quantity, 
and  Quality;  but  it  came  from  me,  and  I  have 
feen  it  do  the  fame  in  Others,  with  more  Eafe?  and 
lefs  Straining  than  is  oceafioned  by  the  Erne  ticks 
ufualiy  given. 

With  this  Medicine  it  is  not  neceffory  to  drink 
ferge  Quantities,  to  Gorge  the  Stomach.  Half  a 

Pint 

Whereas  thefe  Pills  neither  fufFer  by  Time,  nor  thofe  Altera¬ 
tions;  and  there  is  fcarcc  a  Remedy  applicable  to  fo  many  Dif¬ 
orders;  as  is  Sufficiently  evinced  by  the  Cafes  above-mentioned: 
At  the  fame  Time  that  the  Cheapnefs  ,#f  them  will  render  an 
Experiment  very  eafy,  to  Seafaring  Men. 
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Pint  of  Warm  Water,  or  thin  Gruel,  when  the 
Sicknefs  comes  on,  may  generally  fuffice.  When 
that  is  come  away,  and  the  Reaching  over,  for  that 
time  ;  half  a  Pint  more  may  be  taken  ;  going  on 
thus,  till  the  Sicknefs  returns  no  more. 

I  have  taken  about  three  of  thefe  Emeticlc 
Drops,  treating  them  in  the  Manner  above  de~ 
lcribed ;  and  don’t  remember  that  any  of  them 
worked  more  than  fix  times  ;  not  always  fo  often  ; 
yet  they  may  work  oftener,  where  the  Peccant 
Matter,  to  be  brought  away,  is  more  Abun* 
dant. 

The  full  Dofe,  in  which  it  will  be  made  up  and 
fold,  is  for  a  Man,  or  Woman. 

For  young  Perfons,  it  muR  be  proportioned  to 
the  refpedive  Age  and  Strength  of  each  Individual, 
Even  full  Grown  People,  if  of  Weakly  Conftitu- 
tions,  may  abate  of  the  full  Quantity,  for  the  firft 
Time,  at  leaft. 

The  chief  Qbjed  before  me  in  Publifhing  thefe 
Receipts,  being,  as  I  have  faid.  Promoting  the  Com¬ 
mon  Good  of  Mankind;  I  ftiould  ad  very  incon- 
RRently  with  that  Profeffion,  if  I  was  not  explicit 
upon  this  Important  Subjed. 

Upon  this  Principle,  I  think  myfelf  obliged  to 
inform  the  Publick  that  the  Book,  left  me  by  the 
late  Mr.  Ward,  (fuppofed  to  contain  full  and  clear 
Receipts  for  preparing  all  the  Medicines  he  made 
Ufe  of)  does  not,  upon  Examination,  fully  anfwer 
that  End. 

What  the  Omiflions  and  Inaccuracies  are  to  be 
imputed  to,  I  am  not  able  to  determine.  All  1 
know  is,  that  fome  few  Receipts  are  not  yet  found 
in  this  Book;  and  fome  Alterations,  if  not  Mi- 
Rakes,  appear  in  the  Entry  of  Others.  However^ 
by  the  Plelp  of  the  ChymiRs  employed  by  Mr. 
Wards  and  other  Information,  I  have  been  enabled 
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to  get  thofe  Defeats  fupplied  and  rectified,  to  my  Sa¬ 
tisfaction;  as  far  as  this  Publication  extends. 

It  muft  be  confefied,  that  the  Receipts  for  pre¬ 
paring  the  two  Original  Medicines,  viz.  the  Pill 
and  Drop,  are  as  yet  no  where  discovered  in  the 
Book :  But  Mr.  Ward  has  owned  to  me,  that  the 
principal  Ingredient  in  them  is  Antimony ,  prepared 
in  a  particular  manner :  Every  Circumftance  attend¬ 
ing  their  Operation,  I  am  told,  confirms  it;  and 
Mr.  White  *  ,  (perfuaded  that  Glafs  of  Antimony , 
prepared  by  him,  for  Mr.  Ward ,  was  the  EJfential 
Ingredient  made  ufe  of  in  thefe  Medicines )  allures 
me,  that  he  has  long  made  and  adminiftered  them 
in  his  Family,  &c.  and  upon  a  Comparifon  as  well 
of  their  Operation,  as  Analization,  he  found  them, 
at  that  time,  to  anfwer  exactly  to  thofe  made  by 
Mr.  Ward. 

For  thefe  Reafons,  and  Others  which  I  forbear 
to  mention,  I  have  no  Doubt  that  the  above  Re¬ 
ceipts  point  at  the  Genuine  and  Bell  Manner  of  pre¬ 
paring  the  Pill  and  Drop. 

J The  true  and  genuine  Method  of  preparing 
the  White  Drop.

BOUND  and  bruife  fourteen  Pounds  of  the 

*  Cleaned  Copperas  into  a  Rough  Powder ;  then 
dry  it,  with  a  very  gentle  Heat,  fpreading  it  thin, 
$511  it  becomes  a  dry  and  fubtife  Powder,  to  appear¬ 
ance  like  Quick  Lime,  only  much  Whiter.  [Care 
mud  be  taken,  at  the  Beginning  of  the  drying,  that 
the  Heat  be  very  moderate ;  otherwife  it  will  melt, 
and  fhut  up  the  Pores  of  the  Copperas,  and  greatly 
injure  your  future  Operation.] 

When 

*  Mr.  White  is  the  Ingemous  Chymift,  who  carried  on  the 
0r,eat  Vitriol  Works,  at  ‘Twickenham,  for  Mr.  Ward$  and  was 
employed  by  himlin  other  Chymical  Preparations, 
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When  your  Copperas  is  thus  become  dry  and 
fubtle  (which  may  be  done  in  about  6  or  7  Days) 
weigh  it,  and  take  an  equal  Quantity  of  good  and 

clean  Rough  Nitre,  Or  Salt  JPetre,  which  let  aifo 

be  tolerably  dry.  Found  your  Nitre  and  dried 

Copperas  together,  and  fift  them  through  an  in¬ 
differently  fine  Hair  Sieve  :  Then  put  them  into  a 
large  Glafs  Retort,  coated  at  the  Bottom,  and  fee 
it  in  a  Sand  Furnace  :  Let  not  your  Retort  be 
above  an  Inch  from  the  Bottom  and  Sides  of  your 
Sand- Pan  :  Fix  on  a  very  large  Receiver,  and  lute 
it  but  leave  a  fmali  Vent-hole  in  the  Joint,  by 
flicking  in  the  Point  of  a  fmali  Skewer,  to  let  out 
the  Wind,  ( which  will  iifue  from  the  Matter  at  the 
firfl  making  of  your  Fire)  by  drawing  it  out,  and 
putting  it  in  as  you  fhall  fee  Occafion,  to  prevent 
your  Retort  or  Receiver’s  burfling.  Make  a  gen¬ 
tle  Fire  for  the  firfl  three  or  four  Hours  •,  then  in- 
creafe  it,  gradually,  for  four  Hours  longer,  till  your 
Iron  Pan  be  Red  at  Bottom  :  Continue  your  Fire 
for  about  thirty  Hours  *,  then  let  it  out,  and  when 
all  is  cool,  you  will  have  a  moll  powerful  Aqua  For¬ 
th.  Put  it  into  a  Bottle,  and  flop  it  clofe  ;  let  it 
(land  fix  or  eight  Days  f the  longer  the  better)  to 
digeft  itfelf. 

Put  this  Aqua  Forth  into  a  Glafs  Retort ;  let  it 
be  about  half,  or  two  Thirds  full ;  fet  it  in  your 
Sand-heat,  and  fix  on  a  Receiver,  which  need  not 
be  very  large  :  Make  an  indifferent  Fire,  till  all 
your  Aqua  Fortis  is  come  over  into  your  Receiver ; 
leaving  behind  only  a  Brown  Reddifh  Earth,  which 
was  forced  over,  by  the  Violence  of  the  Fire,  in  the 
firfl  Diflillation.  Thus  have  you  a  rnoft  lirc-hy* 
and  pure  Aqua  Fortis . 

[  As  I  have  never  been  able  to  procure  any  Aqua 
Forth ,  proper  for  making  the  find  Drops,  but  what 
I  made  myfelf ;  I  have  here  fet  down  a  true  and 
full  Procefs  for  making  it.}

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Take  of  your  rectified  Aqua  Forth ,  as  much  as 
you  pleafe  •,  put  it  into  a  large  Bolt-head,  with  a 
long  Neck,  but  not  above  a  Quarter  full.  Then 
take,  of  the  pureft  and  fineft  Volatile  Sal  Armo- 
niac,  in  which  there  is  not  the  leaft  Acid  Salt, 
or  Lime. 

[As  I  have  ufually  bought  this  Volatile  Salt  ready 
made,  and  doubt  not  but  .it  may  be  had  pure  and 
genuine  at  Apothecary’s  Hall,  I  have  omitted  here 
letting  down  the  Procefs  for  making  it  ;  having 
bought  it  of  Mr.  Godfrey,  Chymift.] 

To  fixteen  Ounces  of  the  aforefaid  Aqua  Forth , 
in  your  Bolt- head,  take  feven  Ounces  of  the  laid 
Volatile  Sal  Armoniac  5  and,  by  half  an  Ounce  at  a 
time,  put  it  into  your  Bolt-head,  to  your  Aqua 
Forth ,  immediately  flopping  the.  Mouth  of  your 
Bolt-head,  till  the  Fermentation  is  over;  yet  not 
fo  clofe,  but  to  leave  fome  fmall  Vent,  for  fear  the 
Wind,  caufed  by  the  violent  Fermentation,  fhould 
burft  your  Glafs.  When  all  your  Sal  Armoniac 
is  in,  let  it  (land  two  or  three  Hours,  till  the  Fumes 
are  fettled. 

^  [N.  B.  This  is  the  Right  and  exaff  Propor¬ 
tion  *,  if  your  Operations  in  making  your  Aqua 
Fortis  are  rightly  performed  ;  and  your  V 0  la  til  Sai 

Armoniac  be  good  and  pure.] 

Now  put  it  into  a  fmaller  Bolt-head,  half  full, 
and  fet  it  in  a  moderate  Sand-heat ;  when  it  is 
warm,  put  in  Pour  Ounces  of  the  fineft  Quickfilver 
t;o  each  Pound  (of  fixteen  Ounces)  of  your  Solu¬ 
tion  ,  and  let  it  fland,  in  that  Pleat,  till  all  tne 
ffuick/ther  is  difiblved.  Increafe  your  Fire  a  little, 
and  put  in  a  fmall  Quantity  more  of  Quickfilver ; 
thus  letting  it  difiolve,  by  gentle  Additions,  as 
much  as  fit  will.  When  it  will  difiblve  no  more, 
take  it  out  of  the  Bolt-head,  put  it  into  an  open 
Giafs  Yefiel,  or  a  large  White  Stone  Bowl.  [I  ge¬ 
nerally  cut  off  a  large  Glafs  Body  in  the  Middle.  1 
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Set  it  in  a  Moderate  Sand-heat,  and  let  it  evapo¬ 
rate  till  a  Pellicle  or  Skin  comes  over  the  Top  of 
it.  Then  take  it  from  the  Fire,  and  let  it  Hand  in 
a  cool  Place  to  congeal.  [Great  Care  mull  be 
taken,  that  your  Heat  be  not  too  great  in  your 
Evaporation  *,  nor  continued  too  long ;  or  it  would 
coagulate,  and  mix  the  corrofive  Oil  (which  is  to 
be  poured  off  after  its  Congealment)  with  the  fine 
pure  Salt;  and  quite  fpoil  the  Medicine.] 

There  will  remain,  uncongealed,  a  Heavy  Li¬ 
quor,  or  Oil,  which  pour  off,  and  let  it  drain, 
until  no  more  will  run  or  drop  from  it.  Take  the 
remaining  Salt,  put  it  into  a  Giafs  Body,  and  to 
each  Pound  (fixteen  Ounces)  put  Three  Pounds  of 
the  fined:  Role  Water ;  flopping  the  Mouth  of 
your  Body,  by  tying  over  it  a  Piece  of  doubled 
brown  Paper.  Set  it  again  in  your  Sand-heat ; 
make  an  indifferently  hot  Fire,  till  all  your  Salt  is 
diffolved  *,  which  is  ufually  done  in  24  Hours. 

Thus  the  White  Drop  is  prepared. 

Observation. 

This  Medicine,  thus  rendered  extremely  Mild, 
cannot  poffibly  be  accounted  Dangerous  ;  feeing 
that,  in  the  Dofe  of  two  Drops,  ufually  taken  in 
24  Hours,  the  Quantity  of  Mercury  does  not 
amount  to  Half  a  Grain.

This  White  Drop  was  wholly  and  conftantfy 
prepared  by  Mr.  White ,  for  Mr.  Ward.  I,  who 
am  neither  Chymiff  nor  Phyfician,  do  not  pre¬ 
tend  to  fay  any  Thing  as  to  the  Nature  of  this 
excellent  Antifcorbutic  Medicine  ;  and,  therefore, 
fhall  confine  myfelf,  merely,  to  its  Effects  ;  which, 
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tinder  my  Eye,  have  been  very  Extraordinary,  in 
the  feveral  Stages  of  that  Didemper  •,  and,  even, 
where  the  Patients  have  been  fuppofed  to  derive 
their  Diforders  from  their  Parents. 

This  being  the  Cafe  ;  and,  as  I  arm  thoroughly 
convinced  that  thefe  Drops  are  a  mod  Excellent,- 
perhaps  the  greateft  known  Antifcorbutick,  and 
bed  Purifier  of  the  Blood ;  fo,  I  cannot  help  flat¬ 
tering  myfelf  with  a  Hope,  that  they  would  be  a 
o-reat  Prefervative  againd  that  fatal  Didemper, 
which  dedroys,  in  a  Year,  fo  many  of  our  brave 
Seamen  ;  and  often  occafions  National  Lodes  and 
Difappointments,  in  the  mod  important  Under¬ 
takings. 

The  Method  I  would  propofe  is,  that  they  be 
given  to  the  Seamen,  under  proper  Diredtion,  from 
the  time  of  their  failing  upon  long  Voyages  :  And 
I  mod  heartily  with  fome  Experiments,  of  this 
kind,  may  be  made  of  them ;  as  I  am  perfuaded 
that  they  may  be  tried  without  the  lead  Hazard  ; 
and  the  Expence  too  trifling  to  be  mentioned  as  an 
Objedlion. 

For  if  they  prove  Succefsfol,  and  anfwer  tho 
End  hereby  propofed,  and  hoped  for ;  it  will  be> 
Happy  for  the  Publick  •,  for  the  valuable  Indivfr 
duals  ;  and  for  Me,  who  have  prefumed  to  re¬ 
commend  the  Experiment.

A  K  E  Ipecacuanha*  Liquorice,  and  Opium* 
each  one  Ounce.  Nitre  and  Vitrioiated  Tar-1 
far,  each  four  Ounces.  Fulminate. 

Beat  them,  in  a  Mortar,  with  the  Opium.  Sift 
through  a  fine  Sieve  to  the  Ipecacuanha  and  Liquo- 
flee  :  Mix  well  by  lifting.

ft  appears,  at  firft  View,  that  Mr.  Ward  muft 
have  made  a  Miftake  in  ordering  Nitre  and  Vi¬ 
triol  ated  Tartar  to  be  fulminated  together  :  For 
Vitriolated  Tartar  will  not  fulminate  with  Nitre  : 
"Wherefore  I  apprehend  that  the  Manner  in  which 
thofe  Ingredients  are  to  be  prepared,  muft  necef- 
farily  be  as  follows,  viz. 

Take  four  Ounces  of  Refined  Nitre,  and  the 
fame  Quantity  of  Vitriolated  Tartar.  Rub  them 
together,  in  a  Mortar,  into  a  Powder.  Take  a 
Crucible,  (not  of  the  blue  Sort)  fet  it  in  the  Fire  ; 
and  when  it  begins  to  be  Red,  put  in  about  Half 
of  your  Nitre  and  Tartar;  flirting  it  about  with 
an  Iron  Rod.  There  will  arife  Red  Fumes  5  which 
take  care  to  avoid,  for  they  are  Noxious.  When 
the  Red  Fumes  ceafe,  put  in  the  Remainder  of 
your  Matter,  ftirring  it  as  before,  till  no  more 
Fumes  arife.  Then  pour  it  out  into  an  Iron  Mor¬ 
tar  ;  and,  when  Cool,  put  to  it  Opium,  Ipeca¬ 
cuanha,  and  Liquorice  Powder,  of  each  one  Ounce  : 
Pound  and  Sift  them  through  a  fine  Lawn  Sieve  ; 
then  mix  them  well  together. 

N.  B.  The  Ipecacuanha  muft  be  pickt  of  fuch 
a  Sort  as  will  break  eafily  ;  and  not  of  the  Tough 
Woody  Sort. 

After  thefe  Powders  are  thus  prepared,  they 
fttpuld  be  fpread  thin  upon  White  Stone  Fifties, 
and  fet  in  a  Cool  Place,  for  about  two  Days; 
mixing  them  very  well  together,  and  fpreading 
them  again,  twice  a-day  :  X  hen  dry  them  before 
the  Fire,  or  fome  gentle  Heat.

To 
thefe  add  of  White  Hellebore,  and  Liquorice 
Powder,  each  fix  Ounces  ;  of  Opium  five  Ounces.

For,  it  is  to  be  obferved ,  that  Mr.  Ward  advifed 
fuch  of  his  Patients,  as  had  never  taken  any  of 
his  Sweats,  to  begin  with  half  a  Paper  only,  (con¬ 
fining  the  full  Dofe)  and  to  increafe  the  Quan¬ 
tity,  or  not,  according  to  its  Operation,  or  the 
Age  and  Strength  of  the  Patient. 

Mr.  Ward’s  Sweating  Powders,  from  what  I 
have  feen  and  felt,  are,  in  my  Opinion,  the  mod 
Excellent  of  all  Sweats,  for  removing  Rheumatic , 
and  other  Pains,  occafioned  by  Obftrudfions.

They  generally  raife  plentiful  Sweats  ^  the  Pa¬ 
tient  drinking  moderately,  now  and  then,  fome- 
thing  Warm.  They  do  not  fatigue  the  Body,  nor 
exhauft  the  Spirits.  Inftead  of  being  reliefs,  as 
is  commonly  the  Cafe  in  a  Swear,  all  thofe  who 
can  bear  Opiates,  find  themfelves  comfortably  at 
Eafe,  during  the  Sweat.  Thofe,  with  whom 
Opiates  do  not  perfedly  agree,  need  not  be  afraid 
of  the  firft  of  thefe  Sweats :  For  though  I  cannot 
bear  even  Venice  Treacle,  or  Diacociium,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  their  Narcotic  Quality  j  yet  I  have  taken 
thefe  Powders,  without  finding  that  Inconvenience. 
This,  I  am  tp!d?  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  Corre<9> 
Tng  Ingredients,  and  the  Manner  of  preparing  and 
compounding  them.  Whether  thofe,  who  have 
informed  me,  Reafon  juftly  or  not,  is  not  my 
Province  to  determine:  But  the  kadi,  in  regard  to 
rnyfelf,  is  firidlly  True. 

I  have  feen  One  of  thefe  Sweats  reflore  a  Limb 
rendered  almoft  Ufelefs,  by  a  Paralytic  Diforder  : 

Rbcumaiic  Cafes ,  Cures  performed,  where

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the  Ufe  of  all  the  Limbs  had  been  quire  taken 

away. 

Mr.  Ward  always  advifed  thofe  who  took  Thefe, 
and  all  Sweats,  to  put  themfelves  rather  between 
Blankets  than  Sheets  *,  which  I  have  experienced  to 
be  the  raoft  agreeable  Way,  notwithftanding  a  lit? 
tie  Prejudice  again!!  trying  the  Experiment. 

The  former  of  thefe  Receipts  is  taken  from 
Mr.  Ward's  Book  •,  and  I  do  believe  it  to  be  his 
firfl;  Manner  of  making  them,  and  what  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  give  for  fome  Years :  For  I  remember 
his  telling  me  (when  I  related  to  him  the  Senfations 
I  felt  during  their  Operation)  that  there  was  Opium 
and  Ipecacuanha  in  them. 

Yet  I  am  of  Opinion  that  Mr.  Ward  has,  in 
fome  Degree,  departed  from  his  Fir  ft  Manner  \ 
and  made  them  according  to  the  Latter  Receipt : 
For  I  am  credibly  informed,  that  they  have  been 
fo  made,  and  fold,  fince  his  Death  ;  excepting  in 
the  Quantity  of  Opium  ;  of  which  there  are  three 
Eighths  lefs  in  this  Receipt,  than  was  put  into  the 
Powders  fo  made  and  fold.  This  Alteration  is 
made,  upon  hearing  that  thofe,  who  took  them, 
complained  of  the  Effects  of  fo  large  a  Quantity  of 
Opium.  However,  I  believe  that  Both  are  very 
good,  with  this  Abatement  of  that  Ingredient  in  the 
Latter :  And,  therefore.  Care  will  be  taken  that 
Both  thefe  Sweats  be  prepared,  and  fold  :  Where? 
by  the  Tryal  may  be  made,  and  the  Preference 
given  to  That  which  fhall  be  found  molt  agreeable 
to  each  refpebtive  Conftitution. 

The  Firfi \  of  thefe  Powders  feems  to  be  mod: 
proper  for  thofe  who  have  not  been  ufed  to  take 
Opiates ,  or  have  found  them  to  difagree  ;  (as  they, 
in  general,  do  with  me)  and  the  Latter  for  fqch, 
with  whom  they  are  known  to  agree  :  For  there 
Bill  remains  (notwithftanding  rfie  beforementioned 
Abatement)  a  larger  Quantity  of  Opium  in  the 

Latter , 
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Latter^  than  in  the  Former  of  thefe  two  Re* 
.ceipts. 

By  Way  of  Experiment,  I  prevailed  on  a  Rer- 
fon  to  take  one  of  the  Latter  Sweats,  charged  with 
the  full  Quantity  of  Opium  ;  (that  is,  three  Eighths 
more  than  in  the  above  Receipt)  and  he  told  me 
that  it  affedted  his  Head  very  much. 

At  a  proper  Interval  he  took  one  of  thofe,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  firft  Receipt ;  and  afiured  me  that 
Both  fweated  him  very  well  ;  but  the  Former  much 
more  agreeably  than  the  Latter . 

Pajle  for  the  F  I  S  T  U  L  A,  &e. 

*J*AKE  a  Pound  of  Alicampane  Root ;  Three 
Pounds  of  Fennil  Seeds,  and  One  Pound  of 
Black  Pepper.  Pound  thefe  feparately,  and  fift 
them  through  a  fine  Sieve.  Take  two  Pounds  of 
good  Honey,  and  two  Pounds  of  Powder  Sugar  ; 
melt  the  Honey  and  the  Sugar  together,  over  a 
gentle  Fire,  feumming  them  continually,  till  they 
become  bright  as  Amber.  When  they  are  Cool, 
mix  and  knead  them  into  your  Powder,  in  the 
Form  of  a  foft  Pafte.

The  Dofe  is  the  Size  of  a  Nutmeg,  Morning, 
Ntoon,  and  Night,  drinking  a  Glafs  of  Water  or 
White  Wine  after  it.

Ward  never  fold  any  but  of  Mr.  U Overman's  pre¬ 
paring  *,  and  Mr.  D'Ofterman  affirms  he  never  put 
a  greater  Quantity  of  Alicampane  into  this  Pafte, 
than  is  mentioned  in  this  Receipt,  figned  by  him  *, 
and  that  the  Addition  of  the  Sugar  was  made,  in 
order  to  preferve  the  Pafte  from  turning  Mouldy  ;

Sorts  of  thefe  Powders  are  to  be  taken  in 


any  Liquid,  going  to  Bed,  between  the  Blankets , 
and  drinking  moderately,  now  and  then,  fomething 
warm ;  fuch  as  White-wine  Whey,  Balm-tea,  &c» 
The  Sweating  is  not  to  be  check’d,  but  encouraged, 
by  lying  Hill,  and  keeping  warm. 

At  firft  taking,  it  may  be  proper  to  begin  with 
half  a  Dofe  ;  increafing  it  gradually,  as  Occafion 
may  require. 

If  half  the  Quantity  does  not  raife  a  proper 
Sweat ;  then  take,  the  next  Night,  three  Quarters, 
or  the  whole  Dofe  j  and  repeat  it,  every  other  Night, 
at  Difcretion  ;  and  for  as  long  a  Time  as  fhall  be 
found  neceffary  ;  or  as  they  agree  with  the  Con- 
ftitution. 

In  jiubborn  Rheumatic  Cafes ,  and  other  fettled 
Pains  in  the  Limbs,  the  Red  Pill  has  been  found  to 
anfwer  better  than  thefe  Powders. 

N,  R.  It  is  to  be  obferved  that  the  Quantity 
of  Opium  is  fomewhat  lefs  in  the  Powder  N°.  I. 
than  in  N°.  II.

The  Patient  muft  lie  between  the  Blankets  ;  and 
encourage  the  Sweat,  by  drinking  now  and  then, 
fomething  warm  ;  taking  care  not  to  catch  Cold’ 
by  going  out  too  foon  after  it.  The  Dofe  is  from 

Forty  to  Sixty  Drops,  in  a  Glafs  of  good  White- 
Wine.

THlE  is  from  Thirty  to  Forty  Grains,  to 
be  taken  in  Broth,  or  warm  Beer,  two  or  three 
Days  together ;  and  longer,  if  neceffary.

For  thefe  reafons ,  as  well  as  to  prevent  Embaraffments  and 
Mifiakes  betiveen  two  Powders  fo  nearly  alike ,  and  under  the 
fame  denomination f  you  know  We  agreed  not  to  offer  N°  I.  ts 
Sale ;  but  as  the  reafon  for  your  not  complying  with  the  Notice 
I  give  in  my  Pamphlet ,  that  both  thefe  Sweating 
Powders  would  be  Sold,  is  not  known  to  the  Publick ;  I 
fubmit  to  you.  Gentlemen,  whether  what  I  have  noivfaid  upon 
-  this  Subject,  or  fmethlng.  to.  the  like- effefi,  Jhould  not  be  added, 
by  ivay  of  Pofifcript ,  in  all  the  Pamphlets  which  may  be  printed 
after  this  comes  to  your  hands »
